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Summary of Findings: 

The Graves Registration Report form for Plot 14 Row C Grave 11 lists an Officer 
48/Canadian Hdrs. (Highlanders). That regiment served in the Great War as the 15 th 
Infantry Battalion of the Canadian Expeditionary Force. 

There are four (4) Lieutenants of the 15 th Battalion on the Vimy Memorial, two (2) of 
whom were KIA at the Battle of Hill 70 in August of 1917. Of those two, Lieutenant 
McDonald was the only officer whose body was reported as having been left in the 
location of the exhumation of the remains in Plot 14 Row C Grave 11- specifically, 
36c.H.25.d.6.8. 
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Details of Findings: 

The findings are conclusive that the remains in Plot 14 Row C Grave 11 are those of 

Lieutenant Donald Wallace McDonald ( sometimes reported as MacDonald). 

The findings are based on the following: 

1. The “Circumstance of Death” file states that Lieutenant McDonald was previously 
reported wounded and missing, believed killed during the attack on the extreme 
left (north) of Hill 70, Loos. The document further states “owing to the nature of 
the engagement, it was impossible to remove him immediately but a stretcher 
party was later organized and went out to search for him." It was believed at the 
time that his body may have been hit by a shell during the heavy artillery 
bombardment and counter attacks, rendering his body unrecognizable or buried 
(Attachment #1). 

2. Official confirmation of Lieutenant McDonald being reported as wounded and 
missing presumed killed is recorded in Part II Daily Order No. 107, 7 September 
1917 (Attachment #2).The fate of Lieutenant McDonald is further corroborated by 
the Regimental History which records that Lieutenant McDonald was wounded at 
the Blue Line and placed in a shell hole but that the shell hole was subsequently 
hit by artillery (Attachment # 2). 

3. The War Graves Register (E-13) reports that Lieutenant McDonald was 
“previously reported wounded and missing, believed killed”. His remains were not 
recovered at the time of his death and his name was subsequently listed on the 
Vimy Memorial. (Attachment #3). 

4. The War Diary extract for Thursday August 15, 1917 provides extensive detail on 
the actions of the 15 th Battalion at the Battle of Hill 70, Loos. 

The stages of the attack are listed by date and time, documenting the movement 
of the battalion across the first objective (Blue Line) and second objective (Green 
Line) from 0425 to 1144 hours (Attachment #4a). 

In summarizing its casualties for 15-16 August 1917, the 15 th Battalion War 
Diary, Army Form C.2118 for 17 August 1917 states “the casualties were 
approximately 13 Officers and 212 Other Ranks”. The only Officer casualty 
unaccounted for at that time was Lieutenant McDonald: “no definite information 
could be obtained as to whether Lieutenant McDonald had been killed or was 
wounded’ (Attachment # 4b). 

5. The movement of the 15 th Infantry Battalion is shown, as reported, to be north of 
Hill 70 crossing through Bois Hugo, as depicted in Nicholson Map 8 and a sketch 
map from the battalion historical record (Attachment #5). 
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6. The original situation reports from Major J. P. Girvan, Officer Commanding No. 1 

Company of the 15 th Battalion provides specific detail on the locations of both the 
Blue Line in Sector 36c.H.25.d at 5:15am (Attachment #6a) and the Green Line 
in Sector 36c.H.26.b at 6:15am on the morning of August 15, 1917 (Attachment # 
6b). Each report contains written notes and a marked Trench Map (36c Sectors 
H.25 and H.26). Additionally, in another situation report from Major D. Sheppard, 
Officer Commanding No. 4 Company which was tasked with securing the Blue 
Line, his position at the Blue Line is marked on the trench map and his notes 
clearly state “No sign Graham, MacDonald.” Indicating Lieutenant McDonald was 
missing at that point in the attack at the Blue Line (Attachment #6c). Each point 
on the attachments is marked by the red arrow ( ). 

The Account of Operations further reports that Major Sheppard and his company 
consolidated at the Blue Line and, as tasked, did not advance further 
(Attachment #6d). Lieutenant McDonald was killed in the attack that secured the 
Blue Line. It is here that the presumption of Lieutenant McDonald being wounded 
and possibly killed is confirmed on page 6 of the 15 th Battalion’s Summary of 
Operations at Hill 70 where it states the Company Commander of No. 4 
Company reported to Battalion HQ at 5:30am from The Blue Line that “Lt. 
McDonald of this Company was killed in the attack. ” 

7. Two (2) of the four (4) Lieutenants of the 15 th Battalion killed in France during the 
Great War that have unidentified grave sites and are therefore listed on the Vimy 
Memorial, were killed at the Battle of Hill 70 in August 1918. These are identified 
as Lieutenant Donald Wallace McDonald and Lieutenant James Archibald Wylie. 
Lieutenant Arthur Edward Muir was killed at Festubert in May 1915 and 
Lieutenant Bertram Howard Landels at Courcelette in September 1916 
(Attachment #7). The only other Officer of the 15 th Battalion missing in France, 
Major A. J. Ansley was also killed at Courcelette in October 1916 (Attachment 
#7). 

8. Both Lieutenant James Archibald Wylie and Lieutenant Donald Wallace 
McDonald arrived at the 15th Battalion prior to Hill 70. Lieutenant Wylie arrived 
on 24 June 1917 (Attachments #8a) and Lieutenant McDonald arrived on 3 May 
1917(Attachment #8b). 

9. The dispositions of Lieutenants Wylie to No. 3 Company and McDonald to No. 4 
Company at Hill 70 are recorded in the account of Hill 70 operations written by 
Lieutenant Colonel C.E. Bent Commanding Officer, 15 th Battalion (Attachment 
#9). 

10. The Regimental History records that Lieutenant Wylie was killed at the Green 
Line which was the farthest extent of the Battalion's advance (Attachment #10a). 
Official confirmation of the status of Lieutenant Wylie following Hill 70 was first 
incorrectly reported as 16 August 1917 in Part II Daily Order No. 99, 21 August 
1917 but subsequently corrected to 15 August 1917 in Part II Daily Order No. 

103, 28 August 1917 (Attachment #10b). 
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11 .The “Graves Registration Report Form ” (GRRF) accessed from the CWGC web 
site shows that the remains of an Officer of the 48 th Canadian Highlanders (15 th 
Infantry Battalion) was buried in Plot 14 Row C Grave 11 at St. Mary’s A.D.S. 
Cemetery in Haisnes, France (Attachment #11). 

12. Additional details are provided in the “Concentration of Graves (Exhumations and 
Reburials), Burial Return" report (COG-BR). This document shows that the body 
exhumed was identified as an Officer of the 48 th Highlanders by the “buttons” that 
were found. In addition, the location of the body at exhumation is given for 
Trench Map 36C as H.25.b.6.8 (Attachment #12). It is also important to note from 
this page the entry for Private G.A. Brant #204355 also of the 15th Battalion 
buried in grave 14.C.16 reportedly exhumed from 36c.H.25.b.8.9. 

13. All of the evidence for this investigation comes together on the extract of the 
trench map for 36c, sectors H25 and H26. In the version we have depicted, you 
will see that we have marked a number of important locations (Attachment #13a). 
From the top to bottom of the extract, these are identified as: 

i. The point at 36c.H.25.b.8.9 where the COG-BR states that the body of 
Private Brant of the 14 th Battalion (sic should read 15 th Bn.) was exhumed 
(red arrow). 

ii. The stated site of the exhumation of the 15 th Battalion Officer at 36C.H.25 
b.6.8 (orange arrow). 

iii. The real exhumation location of the 15 th Battalion Officer 36c.H.25.d.6.8 
(red arrow). 

iv. The “Blue Line” or first objective on the morning of Thursday August 15, 
1917 where Lieutenant McDonald of the 15 th Battalion was mortally 
wounded and encapsulated in a shell crater (black arrow). 

v. The “Green Line” or second objective where Lieutenant Wylie of the 15 th 
Battalion was killed in action on Friday August 16, 1917 (black arrow). It 
was reported that his body was not recovered and subsequent 
investigations, immediately after the battle, did not locate his body. 

vi. The real location where Private Brant of the 15 th Battalion’s Medical 
Section was buried at 36C.H.25 d.4.5, as reported in the battalion records 
of that day (Attachment #13b). Also shown is the corresponding entry for 
Private Cooke of No. 1 Company at 36c.H.25.d.45.41 (Attachment #13c). 
Both Brant and Cooke are buried at St. Mary’s A.D.S. Cemetery 
(Attachment # 13d). 

What the trench map information proves is that there was an error in the entry of 
the exhumation coordinates for the bodies that were exhumed and placed in St. 
Mary’s A.D.S. cemetery. This may have been a recording error in the field, as is 
common in many of the GRRF and COG-BR reports examined, or it may have 
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been a typographical error at the time of entry. There were similar errors with 
Brant’s initials and serial number, all of which were later corrected. All the 
evidence confirms that the burial location reported was in error and any entry for 
the upper right square “b” must be read as the lower right square “d”. 

That places the body of Lieutenant McDonald exactly at the Blue Line at 
36c.H.25.d.6.8 which agrees with all the records. Our research for a number of 
cases, prior to and after the McDonald case, highlighted the number of errors 
made by the 18 th Labour Company. A report on these errors was filed with the 
CWGC on 25 October 2015 ( Download Link) . The importance of those findings 
was referenced to the March 2015 report on Lieutenant MacDonald. 

Although historically significant, the error in the trench map coordinates for the 
remains of the 15th Battalion Officer, we claim to be Lieutenant McDonald, is not 
critical to the case. Lieutenant McDonald was the only Officer of the 15th 
Battalion that was killed prior to reaching the Green Line and was missing. 

14. Confirmation of the primary burial area being in sector H.25.d and not H.25.b is 
documented in a number of the service records of 15 th Battalion men killed in the 
action at Hill 70. There are 23 direct references to sector H.25.d and no 
references to H.25.b. There are 22 that have no location noted or just a 
descriptive reference (Attachment #14). These recorded burial locations, at 
various points in H.25.d made by the unit, closely follow the line of advance of 
the battalion from Bn HQ in Heath Trench, to Chalk Pit Wood, to Puit 14 and into 
Bois Hugo past first the Blue Line and then the Green Line. The men were 
burying dead basically where they fell during the advance and at locations where 
they stopped to secure objectives and hold objectives like the Blue Line and 
Green Line. Even for those dead who do not have burial locations with specific 
map references on their cards, there are frequent comments such as: "in the 
enemy wire ; at the Blue Line ; at front line ; in front of position] front line objective] 
No Man's Land] 50 yards short of Blue Line". This leaves no doubt that the men 
were buried or lost in H.25.d and on into H.26.C and never in H.25.b. 

15. The headstone that currently sits at Plot 14 Row C Grave 11 states that the 
remains buried therein are “An Officer of the Great War, 15 th Bn. Canadian Inf.” 
(Attachment #15). As all of the evidence clearly illustrates, Lieutenant Donald 
Wallace McDonald was killed in action on the morning of Thursday August 15, 
1917 and encapsulated in one form or another in a shell crater at the Blue Line. 
That is the exact location where the remains of the “Unknown Lieutenant” of the 
15 th Battalion in Plot 14 Row C Grave 11 were exhumed. The body was clearly 
identifiable by the button of the 48 th Highlanders, 15 th Battalion of the Canadian 
Expeditionary Force. 

16. The only other Officer of the 15 th Battalion that was reported to be killed and 
missing, thus to have no known grave was Lieutenant Wylie. The historical 
evidence is clear that Lieutenant McDonald was killed at the Blue Line and never 
advanced to the Green Line. On the other hand, Lieutenant Wylie passed 
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through the Blue Line and was subsequently killed at the Green Line. In addition 
we know the following: 

i. Lieutenant Wylie was one of those killed at the Green Line and whose 
body was left/buried in that location during the battle of Hill 70. This is a 
reasonable situation given the intense counter-attacks and artillery 
bombardment that was underway. 

ii. The battalion history reports that after having taken their objectives, the 
most desperate part of the operation now involved holding the Green Line 
with their greatly reduced numbers (including a noted shortage of stretcher 
bearers to remove the dead and wounded) in the face of multiple German 
counterattacks. "It was impossible to carry many dead to the rear. Most of 
the gallant dead were buried where they fell near the new front line." 
(Attachment #16). 

17. There is no evidence in the battalion records that the body of Lieutenant Wylie 
was recovered from the Green Line, taken back to the Blue Line and buried. Had 
that occurred, it would have appeared in the historical reports as it did for the 
only two other Officers killed that day: Lt EM Haldane (KIA at strong point #8) 
and Lt SJ Reeves (KIA at the start line). The Regimental history records these 
two officers, and only these two officers had their bodies carried out and carried 
out means completely off the battlefield and buried at Mazingarbe Communal 
Cemetery Extension - Lt Haldane in grave II.E.16 and Lt Reeves in grave II.E.15 
(Attachments 17a-f). 


An addendum was added to this report on 2 December 2016 noting that a report on the 
location of the remains of Lieutenant Wylie was subsequently submitted to the CWGC. 
As such, the separate reports on McDonald and Wylie are closely linked and support 
the joint conclusions. The research on the case of Lieutenant Wylie provided clear 
evidence that his remains were recovered at the Green Line at trench map coordinates 
36c.H.26.c.10.9. This provides a clear separation of the battlefield burial locations of 
Lieutenants McDonald and Wylie. 

On 31 August 2017, the Commonwealth War Graves Commission (CWGC) responded 
to the authors of the “McDonald & Wylie Reports” as follows: 

It should be noted that these cases were reviewed collectively as they were 
closely connected to each other. However, for the purposes of clarity, a separate 
review for each case was undertaken by the Commission’s Commemorations 
section. Following these reviews, I am sorry to say that these cases cannot be 
progressed further. 


Included with the response from the CWGC were two casualty reports (307 & 308), 
along with an explanation as to why the cases could not be progressed further. 
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During the intervening 19 month period (September 1, 2017 to May 31,2019) the 
authors have conducted significant additional research to address each of the questions 
or concerns raised by the CWGC review team. The primary component of this research 
was to address the location of all Canadian officers, with no known grave in France, that 
are memorialized on the Vimy Memorial or the Arras Flying Services Memorial. The 
results of the additional research have been documented in a separate report entitled: 

CWGC IJDAPPEAL Cases 307-1 and 308-1 Lieutenants Donald Wallace 

McDona!d_ and_ Lt. James Alexander Wylie 

The appeal document, along with the two (2) amended reports for Lieutenants 
McDonald and Wylie, now form the combined June 2019 submission to the CWGC. 
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Action Required: 

The “Investigative Report” has been prepared in accordance with the procedures and 
criteria set out by the CWGC, should they wish to make any changes to the 
commemoration details (Attachment #18). The Primary Investigator, Brigadier-General 
{ret) Greg Young, has extensive knowledge of the history of the 15 th Infantry Battalion 
(48 th Highlanders) and access to a large well preserved documentary and photographic 
archival database related to the battalion. 

On the basis of all of the evidence gathered for this investigation, it is a clear and 
irrefutable conclusion that the remains in Plot 14 Row C Grave 11 at St. Mary’s A.D.S. 
Cemetery are those of Lieutenant Donald Wallace McDonald. The headstone that sits at 
that grave should be changed to read “Lieutenant D. W. McDonald, 15 th Bn. Canadian 
Inf. August 15 1917”. 

For historical purposes, a note should be added to the COG-BR file indicating that there 
is an error in the entry of the exhumation locations and that the remains have been 
identified.

This “Reporting and Review/’ attachment is provided to assist all parties in the submission of an 
investigative report related to the identification of the burial location, or headstone markings, of a 
member of the Canadian Expeditionary Force (CEF) during the Great War 1914-1921. The 
Commonwealth War Graves Commission (CWGC) receives a copy of this report in the event 
they wish to make changes to the commemoration details. In order to alter the records, the 
CWGC has set out their criteria for the procedure and submission of cases for review, as 
detailed below. The CWGC is under no obligation to make changes based on a report. 


Procedure: 

All new identification cases need to be 
assessed in the first instance by the 
Canadian Agency (CA) and submissions 
should go to their office directly. After an 
initial assessment, if the Agency feels that the 
case is compelling, they will then pass all the 
documentation to the Commemorations Team 
at the Commission's Head Office. Head Office 
will then review the case and inform the CA of 
their findings. The Canadian authorities will 
then decide whether or not any changes to 
the arrangements for commemoration are 
required and inform the Commission 
accordingly. 


Guideline Criteria for Submission: 

Cases need to present clear and convincing 
evidence to prove the identity of a casualty 
and must not be based on assumption or 
speculation. The Commission's 
Commemoration Team will also consider 
whether the findings of a better informed 
contemporary investigation are being revisited 
and if there is any new evidence to consider. 
By way of example, it is unlikely that the 
Commission would support a revision of the 
arrangements for the commemoration where 
it is apparent that no new evidence is being 
presented and, a better informed previous 
decision is being revisited some 100 years 
later. 


The following have participated in the preparation, review and submission of this report on a 
voluntary basis. Those noted below have read the investigative report and compared it to the 
criteria set out by the CWGC, as a guiding principle, and have agreed to have their name 
included as part of the review team.
